There 
were  many  of  the  Quaker  persuasion  among  them,  and  this  may 
be  a  factor?  Mostly,  they  «ere  from  Vermont  and  the  upper 
U.-i.    state  region.  Settling  in  various  p.  rts  of  Ontario. 
I  corresponded  with  an  L.G.  Stafford  (now 
Deceased)  whoes  Grahdfather  was  in  the  Canadian  army  about 

the  time  of  the  I8I2  war,  they  remove'  to  Michigan  in 
1858.  Also  an  Cleveland  Stafford  c«me  there  about  1800 
with  the  Talbot  settlement,  around  Aylmer  and  Sheddon. 
These  people  are  closly  related  to  me, and 
while  I  have  some  data  on  these  families,  it  is  quite 

scanty. 

Any  heilp  you  can  favor  me  with,  would  be 

greatly  appreciated,  lam  also  Interested  in  collecting 

old  used  envelopes  (cancels,  etc.)  andcoins.  If  these 

should  be  among  your  other  Interests.
